Waten-Proor Boots axo Suors.—The February 
number of the " American Farmer" has the following 
| recipe for rendering boots and shoes water-proof, which 
the Editor says he has tried with perfect sucee:s ; 

“ Take one pint of boiled linseed oil, two ounces bees- 
wax, two ounces of spirits of turpentine, and two pun- 
cea Burgundy pitch. Lot them be carefully melted 
[over a slow fire. With this mixture new shoes and 
boots are to be rubbed in the sun, or ata little dis 
tance from the fire, with a eponge or brush, This 
operation should be repeated without wearing thom 
as often as they become dry, until they aro fully sat- 
urated, which will require four or five times brushing; 
by this, the leather becomes impervious to water,— 


rm boot or shoe thus prepared lasts much longer than 


common leather; it acquires such a pliability and soft. 
ness that it will never shrivel, nor grow hard, and in 
that stato in the most effoctual preventive against colds, 
&e, It is necessary to remark that hoos and boots 
thus prepared ought not to be worn until they become 
| perfectly dry and elastic; as in the contrary case the 
leather will become too sott, and wear out much sooner 
than it otherwise would."
